The Office of the State’s Attorney respectfully requests authorization for the 
County to enter into and execute an agreement with the law firm of Dies & Hile, 
LLP, from Orange, Texas, as Special Assistant State’s Attorneys, to represent 
Cook County to file and pursue proofs of claims on behalf of the County in 
bankruptcy proceedings involving asbestos manufacturers.

Upon 
the Board’s approval, this agreement will acknowledge that the State’s Attorney 
has appointed this firm to act as Special Assistant State’s Attorneys on the 
County’s behalf and that the County agrees that costs and compensation will 
be based upon a contingency agreement of 27% of recovery. 
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This request was originally before this Board on April 3, 2003 at which time it 
was referred to the Litigation Subcommittee. The Litigation Subcommittee 
considered the matter at its meeting on May 13, 2003 and approved the State’s 
Attorney’s recommendation that Dies & Hile, LLP, be compensated to 
represent the County as Special Assistant State’s Attorneys in this particular 
matter.

The source of funding for this 
account is from the Social Security Administration for providing the names and 
social security numbers of the inmates, so that the inmates’ social security 
benefits may be suspended by the Social Security Administration pursuant to 
42 USGS 402(x), 1382(e). 

Additionally, we are requesting to transfer the existing funds of approximately 
$1.8 million from the Social Security Administration to the Special Revolving 
Revenue Fund.
